ADVICE TO MERCHANTS 
‘ON PROCEDURE 


In an interview with Pross re 
[yosentatlves yesterday, Br. Y. H.

The new Chinese Invoice Office if 
established cn the fourth floor of the 
French Bank Building in Queen's Road 
Centra: where, at the time of the 
Press visit, a crowd of office mes- 
sengers was clamouring for speeimens 
of the Invoice form, a model of which 
wna availatle for free distribution. 
There fs, however, a shortage. of 


; copies of the Regulations, so that it

vil be convenient to set forth the 
principal articles here, adding ex- 
planatory remarks elicited in con- 
yorsation with Mr. Wen.

From the date of the coming into

parcels and such goods as are admitt-

Notes.—As there is no Chinese Con- 
sulate in Hongkong, Mr. Wen has 
heen appuinted by the Nanking 
Government, after “negotintions in 
which the British Foreign Office and 
the Hongkong Government have taken 
part, with the title of “Chinese In- 
yeice Officer”. His functions are 
concerned only with the certifying of 
invoices, The two hundred dollars 
Chinese currency {8 enlculated in 
Customs Gold units, 110 of the latter 
being the equivalent at the moment. 
The fees charged by the office. will 
be based on the official rate issued 
weekly by the Chinese Maritime 
Customs ‘for the culeulation of 
Customs Gold units. To-day the rate 
is $9.26 Hongkong currency for five 
customs gold unils, Certified in- 
voices will not be required for rice 
and other  cererls, books and 
educationn! equipment, ctc., or any~ 
gine which is ndmitted to China duty 
ree. : 


7 Article HL. 


The Consul shall verify all the 
items contained In the invoice as 
filled in by the merchant, before 
certifiention Is made, In case the 
Consul deems it necessary tu examine 
the sales contract, (he commerical 
invoice or other documents, the 
merehant shall furnish the same. 

Notes,—For “Consul” in this article 
read, in the cnse of Hongkong, 
"Chinese Invoice Oficer”, Mr. Wen 
stated that in practice it would not be 
necessary for merchints to roduce 
any supporting dociments—only when 
his office questioned the necuracy of

Is JAPAN INDICTED? 


_fhe London -Daily Telegraph 
is evidently very anxious that 
no impression shall get abroad 
that the British Government re- 
gards the Lytton Report as an 
indictment of Japan's actions in 
Manchuria. With the issue still 
before the League, it is quite 
right ‘and proper that. Britain 
and all the other Powers should 
suspend judgment. None the 
less, it is difficult for the layman 
to reach any other conclusion 
than that Lord Lytton and his 
colleagues have definitely found 
Japan to be in the wrong. Of 
the Initial operations in Septem- 
ber of last year it is recorded 
that they “cannot be regarded 
as measures of legitimate self- 
defence.” Then the Report un- 
doubtedly treats “Manchukuo” 
as the sham which it is, calla 
for its abolition, and stresses the 
restoration. of Chinese sover- 
eignty.as one of the fundamental 
conditions of any settlement. 
But an even stronger indictment 
is implied in the remarks con- 
tained: in the Report to the effect 
that Japan, without declaration 
;of war, has forcibly seized a 
large aren of indisputably Chin- 
Be territory, It. is, we- are 
aware, argued by Japan that 
everything she has done in Man- 
churia has been in legitimate 
| self-defence, and that her actions 
;are not inconsistent with the 
League Covenant, the Kellogg 
Pact, or the Nine-Power Treaty, 
But these contentions do not 
bear close analysis. The League 
Covenant makes specific provi- 
sion for arbitral’ adjudication on 
disputes, whereas Japan has 
seen fit to use force. The Kellogg 
Pact is based’on a recognition 
of the principle of pacific ad- 
ijustment. The Nine-Power 
Treaty definitely, in its very first 
article, safeguards the terri- 
torial and administrative in- 
tegrity of. China, and, what is 
more, calls for consultation be- 
j tween the signatories. Yet 
:Japan has preferred to act on 
her own initiative. To Japan's 
argument that her special in- 
terests in Manchurla are vital to 
her, the answer is that the Re- 
port recognises the existence of 
these interests and suggests a 
method pf satisfying them, But 
no supporter of the League can 
admit that Japan should pro- 
ceed in violation of the peace 
[euachinery of the world, The 
B' Daily Telegraph suggests that 
British policy is to proceed in 
collaboration with the other 
Powers, and, above all, “in good 


faith and friendship with the. 


United States.” Scecing that 
‘American opinion fs intensely 
critical of Japan's whole policy 
in Manchuria, what are wo to 


m@ make of the quoted words? .

Cigarettes 
The industrious scavenger who 
apparently has been making a 
living by producing cigarettes 
from discarded ends picked up in 
the street gutters was rightly 


’ absolved from legal penalty in 


thé Police Court yesterday. Life 
would not not be safo for anyone 
if Ordinances could be stretched 
in all directions to meet special 
-cases. At the same time, ‘the 
facts brought out suggest that 
© occupation of this particular 
man, and apparently of .many 
others in the Gutzlaff Street dis- 
trict, required official action. 
We cannot imagine any better 
medium for the spreading of 
tuberculosis and other germ dis- 
eases than cigarettes produced 
under the conditions described, 
and while the smokers are pro- 
bably perfectly. aware of the 
source of origin, they should be 
Protected from themselves. In- 
cidentally, this is not a new local 
“industry” by any means. Some 
years ago, the B.A.T. brought 
prosecutions against manufac- 
tures of Gutter Brand cigarettes, 
who rendered themselves liable 
by also collecting B.A.T. .con- 
tainers ond selling their wares 
under well-known labels. The 
‘man in court yesterday did not 
go quite as far as this, but the 
danger to the community is, we 
suggest, worthy of grenter con- 
sideration than the infringement 
of a wealthy firm's trade mark, 


Personal Liberty . 


The problems connected with 
the pursuit of liberty are intri. 
cate and always with us, Among. 
such problems perhaps none is 
more difficult than that of find. 
ing out what constitutes free- 
dom.- Liberty, intellectual as 

| well 48 political, must not be 
confused with license. To avoid 
; such confusion, the individual 
must enter into the pursuit of 
knowledge not only of the sort 
'to be gained in achool but that 
‘also which is implied in the com- 
mand, “Know tifyself.” Many 
persons enjoyiig:n maximum of 
treedom—political, economic and 
| soctal—will agree that there is 
yet a deeper form of liberty, and 
that only as one is in possession 
of intellectual and moral free- 
jdom can he make the best use 
of the other forms,. To in- 
itellectual freedom the schools 
have’ much to contribute. But 
the assertion of moral freedom 
is in the hands of the individual. 
It is becoming clear that moral 
liberty is the corner stone upon 
which rests all true liberty, both 
national and personal. Such 
freedom may,-perhaps, be liken- 
ed to a magnificent building. Its 
structure appears as a.multipli- 


city of ideas which may best find ; 


effective expression, free and 
distinct, in contributing to the 
strength and beauty of the 
whole. Thoughtful people now 
recognize that freedom is some- 
thing other than merely doing 
whatever one likes. Those who 
are intelligently working for its 
wider establishment ‘know well 
the need of critical excursions 
among their own desires and 
actions. They know that only 
by freeing themselves from 
greed, from appetite, from will- 
fulness, can they gain that self- 
government which is the founda- 
tion of free government, and 
which guarantees liberty to their 
neighbours as well as to-them- 
selves. :

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‘THE ACTION OF 
RADIUM 


EFFECT ON CANCER 
CELLS 


The use of radium as curative 
agent in cancer necessitates a 
careful study of its exact mode 
of action. Many theories hold the 
Gcld, but important scientific 
work reported in the tenth 
scientific report of: the investiga- 
tions of the Imperial Cancer Re- 
search Fund, indicates that these 
will have to be modified, Dr. W. 
Cramer showa thero conclusively 
that the effect of radium ia pure- 
ly local, thoro belng no general 
offect on the body as a whole, 
This means that tho problom cf 
using radium is very much the 
Sumo as the problem of using sur- 
xery In cancer, the local destruc- 
tion of a growth. 

Previously it was held by some 
workers that after using radiation 
tho body developed certain in- 
creased resistance to cancer and 
that this induced immunity was, 
in fact, responsible for tho good 
effects produced. Dr. Cramer 
shows In his exact’ analysis, that 
this is not the case. Radium acts 
locally on cancer cells and also 
on the surrounding cella of the 
normal tissues forming the bar- 
vier between the growth and the 
rest of the body.. Both undergo 
certain amount of destruction,, 
but in the case of the barrier cells 
a process of repair sets in and the 
combination of this repair and the 
destruction of the enneer cells is 
the mnin factor in establishing a 
cure, , 


Complex Experiments, 


According to Dr. Cramer's work 
it is not nécessary for every miali- 
knant cell to be destroyed, a point 
of some importance in the ques- 
tion of the dosage of radium to 
be used. He writes “that .the 
dosage ‘should be as‘such as to 
produce a maximal injury lmited 
to the tumour ag a whole and con- 
sistent with an active reaction of 
repuir and with the integrity of 
the normal epithelial tissues, 
which play na part in this reac- 
tion of repair.” That is to say 
the radiation must not be allowed 
to damage the normal tissues 
uround the tumour, for, as shown 
fn another paper in the same re- 
port, there is no’ essential differ- 
ence .in vulnerability between 
tumour tasue and normal tissue. 

Mr. H. G. Crabtree, who reaches 
this conclusion, bases his findings 
upon a series of complex chemical 
experiments designed to study the 
exact effects produced by ‘radium 
upon the chemistry of Hving tis- 
suc, He shows how tissues, 
whether those of cancer or of the 
normal parts qf the body, under 
the Influence of irradiation, gra- 
dually lose their power of using 
oxygen. In other worda, the in- 
dividual cells become slowly as- 
phyxiated and the process of de- 
generation which ensues is very 
much the same, only at a quicker 
rate, us that which occurs during 
the patural death of Hving mat- 
ter, This work shows that from 
the chemical aspect cancer cells do 
not differ greatly in their reaction 
to radium from normal cells, 


.fhence the necessity for careful 


substance. The theory of selec- 
tive action upon cancer cells is not 
supported by these researches.

_If the next opponent passes, the 
original bidder is required to bid 
again, and while the one over one 
is ‘an absolute force it makes no 
promise for game. The original 
bidder is only required to ‘keep 
the bidding open once, tinless the 
one over one bidder makea nnother 
foreine bid on the next round.

ADVICE ‘TO MERCHANTS 
ON PROCEDURE - 


In an interviow with “Press 
Tesentatives yostorday, Mr. Y¥. H. 
cn who has been appointed by the 

Nanking Government to bo Chinese 

Invoice OMcer for Hongkong under 

the new arrangements: which call for 

tho certifying of all invoices of goods 
destined for China, gave ‘ietalls of 
roceduro which are hero published 

for genera) information. ° 

Mr. Wen is a native of Taishan, 
Kwangtung province, but spent his 
carly ycars in North China. In fact, 
he ‘has travelled widely {n China, 
excopt in the South, In 1904 Mr. 
Wen went to the U.S.A. to completo 
his military cdueation at the famous 
academy at West. Point and sub- 
sequently saw military. servico in 
China both “befora and after the 
Revolution, He has also held the 
office of President of the Ching ffwa 
College, Peking, and was later Chief 
af Police in Harbin, followed by 1 
torm of offico as Chicf of Police In 
Shanghal, where ho wan in charge 
during tho troublous days carly this 
yenr, 

The new Chinese Invoice OMce is 
established ct-the fourth floor of the 
French Bank Building in Queen's Rood 
Central where, at the time of the 
Press visit, 2 crowd of office men- 
mongers was clamouring for specimens 
of the Involce form, a model of which 
was available for free distribution, 
There is, however, o shortage of 
copies of the: Regulntions, so thnt it 
will be convenient to set forth the 
principal articles here, adding ex- 
plonatory remarks clicited in con- 
vernation with Mr. Wen. : 


Article 1. 


From the date of the coming into 
effect of the present Regulations, 
all merchandise imported into China, 
valued at ‘or above two bunired 
dollars Chinese currency, shall be 
accompanied’ by Consular Invoices 
insucd by the Chinese Consulate at, or 
near the port of embarkation; postal 
parcels and such goods os ore admitt- 


! 


ed duty {ree by the Chinese Maritime. 


Customs being excepted. 


Notes.—As there is no Chinese Con- 
sulate in Hongkong, Mr. Wen has 
beon appuinted by the Nanking 
Government, after negotintions in 
which the British Foreign Ofice and 
the Hongkong Government have taken 
part, with the title of (“Chinese In- 
voice Officer’, His functions are 
concerned only with the certifying of 
invoices. -The two hundred dollars 
Chinese currency is calculated in 
Customs Gold units, 110 of the Intter 
being the equivalent ot the moment. 
The feen charged by the office will 
be baxcd on the oflicinl rate insued 
weekly by the Chinese Maritime 
Customs Yor the calculation of 
Customs Gold units. To-day the rate 
ix $9.25 Hongkong currency for five 
customs, gold units. Certified in- 
voices will not be required for rice 
and other cerenls, books and 
educational equipment, ete. or any- 
-thing which is admitted to China duty 


free. 
Article HI. 


‘The Consul shall verify all the 
items contained in’ the invoice as 
filled in by the merchant, before 
certification is made. In case the 
Consul déems it necessary to examine 
the rales contract, the commerical 
invoice. or other documents, the 
merchant shall furnish the aame. 

Notes.—For “Consul” in this article 
rend, in the case of Hongkong, 
“Chinese Invoice OMcer". Mr. Wen 
stated thnt in practice it would not be 
necessary for merchants to produce 
any supporting documents—only when 
hia office questioned the accuracy of 
the invoice. He ndded that at fiest 
he would have some difficulty 
verifying: the particulars yiven, un- 
ti} he became familiar with prevail- 
ing prices. In any case, the Chincse 
Maritime Customs, .with their vast 
experience, would sce that goods 
under-decinred in value were not ad- 
mitted into Chinn without paying the 
proper rate of duty.

“industry” by any means, Some 
years ago, the B.A.T. brought 
Prosecutions against _manufac- 
tures of Gutter Brand cigarettes, 
who rendered themsclves Hable 
by also collecting B.A.T. con- 
tainers and selling their wares 
under well-known labels. The 
man in court yesterday did not 
Xo quite as far ax this. but the 
danger to the community is, we 
suggest, worthy of: greater con- 
sideration than the infringement 
of a wealthy firm’s trade mark.

It is becoming clear that moral 
liberty. is the corner stone upon 
which rests all true liberty, both 
national and personal. Such 
freedom may, -perhaps,-be liken- 
ed to a magnificent building. Its 
structure appears a3 a multipli- 
city of ideas which may best find 
Leffective expression, free and 
distinct, in contributing to the 
strength and beauty of the 
whole. Thoughtful people now 
recognize that freedom is some- 
thing other than merely doing 
whatever one likes. Those who 
are intelligently working for its 
wider establishment know well 
the need of critical excursions 
among their own desires and 
actions. They know that only 
by freeing themselves from 
greed, from appetite, from will- 
fulness, can they gain that self- 
government which is the founda- 
tion of free government, and 
which guarantees liberty to their 
neighbours as well as to them- 
selves,

An ominent man of scienco de- 
Hvered an address tho othor day 
in which he denied that animals 
aro capable of thinking; and im- 
mediately overybody who owned a 
cat or a dog ‘or a pot lamb becamo 
vehemently indignant, as though 
an ‘fnsult had been offered to the 
darlings of the animal world. 

I do not sco why It should be 
considered that ono shows greater 
respect for cats by saying. that 
they, can think than by saying that 
they cannot. It is not disrespect- 
ful to cats to say that they can- 
not play the pinno, and thinking 
is no more a cat’s job than play- 
ing the plano. If cats could think 
they would cease to be abla to 
purr, You never hear a philogo- 
pher purring.

After all, if you met a human 
being who was in the habit of ring- 
ing o bell when ho wanted food 
and who showed no other sign of 
intelligonce, you would regard 
him atmos a8 an finbecile. 

At the same time, it fs hard not 
to belicve that some animals are 
more intelligent than others—that 
a dog, for instance, fa more in- 
tellivent than a proceasionary 
caterpillar.

But. even he, tha most intelligent 
animal I have known, had not 
enough brains to understand when 
he wna told that it was wrong to

hence. It requires the massive 
brain of a human being to invent 
Buch games ns Tiddleywinks.. 

The chlef ovidence for tho in- 
telligence of human beings Mes in 
the fact that, unlike the other 
animals, they are constantly 


jchanging everything that they find, 


{t possible to change. The Hon 
ia dressed to-day os Hons wero 
dressed in the days of Jullua 
Cacsar; but in the anme space of 
time human beings have changed 
tho fashions of their clothes al- 
most as often as spring has como 
round. 

The Englishman, once . painted 
with woad, developed 
mighty-brained being whom you 
will see dancing round and round 
in tails.and a white waistcoat. Ag 
for the Englishwoman, the most 
highly intelligent being yet crent- 
ed, she’ changes the fashions 
her dresa mode more quickly than 
the Intelligence of man can follow 
er. 

It may be argued that al) the 
animals except man were born ner- 
fect tn the beginning—that tho 
first chafinch, for example, was 
perfectly clothed, and knew how 
to build a perfect house for it- 
felf—and ‘that therefore thoy 
showed their. intelHgence by not 
changing. 


. TIGERS CAN'T 
MAKE BOMBS. 


I deny, however that. animals 
were created perfect. Take the 
tlrer, for instance, who still fights 
with his teeth and claws. These 
were perfectly efficient weapons 
before his enemy, man, had learn- 
ced to. arm himself. They aro 
hopelessly out of date, however, 
against powder and bulleta, Yet 
the tiger has not had the bruins to 


devine new ways of defeating a i 


brainy two-legged animal who is 
Physically greatly his inferior. 

Much as [ Mke animals, indeed, 
T can see no evidence that they are 
much good at thinking. If wild 
animals could think, they. would bo 
much wilder in their treatment of 
human beings. The lions and the 
tigers and the elephants would 
unite in a war on the frail biped 
who persecute them, 

No Hon or elephant has yet in- 
vented a bomb. Human beings 
may not have much brains, but, at 
least, they had enough brains to do 
that.

down In January, 1931, has a ton- 
nage of 75,000, making it eaally the 
greatest veasel ever Jnunched, The 
White Star Liner Majestic is of 
67,000- tons, with the Leviathan 
nearly the same’ size, and the 
uropa and Bremen of the North 
German Lloyd are about 62,000. 
Tho Cunard Line stopped work 
some months ago on its celobrat- 
ed mystery ship’ which was 
designed for about 73,000 tons, 
and whatever-happens to the pro- 
ram of its construction, it now 
seems certain that the Normandie 
will be in the Havre-New York ser- 
vice long before any rival of Its 
size. 
FIVE-DAY CROSSINGS . 

From the point of view of speed, 
the French Line expects the Nor- 
mandic to make the Atlantic cros- 
sing in-flve days or less, regardless

EDITOR'S NOTE: Thia is the 
ninth of a series of artictea by Mr. 
McKenney oxplaining tho onc over 
one ayatem for contract bridge, 

he one over one forcing bid fg 
the bid from whieh the one over 
one system derives its name, and 
unfortunutely muny players are 
under the Impression that if they 
use this bid, they are playing the 
one over one system. 

Thiy, of durse, {x far from cor- 
rect, The actual one over one 
forcing bid Is only one “bid of 2 
complete system and plays no more 
important part than many of the 
other bida.used Jn that system. 

The bid-is employed in the fol- 
lowing: manner: 

When the original bidder's, auit 
bid of one fs passed hy an oppo- 
nent and partner overealls with 
unothcr suit bid of one, he is mak- 
inge a one over one forcing bid 
which shows a biddable sult and, 
in the mniority of cases WA high 
cards tricks. 

Tf the next opponent passes, the 
original bidder ix required to bid 
again, and while the one over one 
isan absolute force ft makes no 
promise for game. The original 
bidder is .only required to keep 
the bidding open once, unless the 
one over one bidder makes another 
forcing bid on the next round, 

In this manner, the one over 
one foreing bid: differs from jump 
shift foreine bldy which demund 
that the bidding be kept open un- 
til a seame [4 arrived at,

The one over one .foreing bid 
and the jump 
might be compared to telephonic, 
or direct, communication as com- 
pared with postal, or Indirect, 
communication, : 

The one over one force keeps 
the bidding low and is comparable 
to-a telephone conversation—the 
parties are on both ends of the 
wire, and by talking back and 
forth, they are in direct tommuni- 
eation and can arrive at a definite 
decision by exchange of informa- 
tion without too much Joss of time 
—In other words, before the bid- 
ding gets too high. : ; 

The jump shift forcing bid. ofte.. 
farces the bidding too high before 
partners . can intelligently — ex- 
change the information necessary 
to arrive at the correct contract. 

The one over one forging bid 
tukes advantage of a favourable 
altuation. Quite often, when hold- 
ing n diddable sult'and 1% high 
card tricks, it is necessary for 
partner to bid two in order to 
show his suit; e.g: the original 
bidder opens with one heart and 


partner's biddable suit is clubs or 


diamonds. The bid would now 
have to be two, 

‘However, if the suit happened 
to be spades, partner would make 
a bid oftone spade, and therefore 
the original bidder, with a mini- 
mum hand, is sriven the choice of 
three cdeelarations, none of which 
will ever be higher than two. 

“He may respond; first, with one 
no trump to inform partner that 
he has only a four-card anit or a 
weak five-card suit, that he does 
hot, have normal annnort in part- 
ner’s suit, and therefore is desirous
